AMBASSADOR WHO IS RETURNING TO NEW YORK THIS WEEKEND. 

TERCEROS SAID BOLIVIA HAD OPPOSED A FORMAL SECURITY COUNCIL 
SESSION BECAUSE THE AFRICAN GROUP AND ALL MEMBERS OF THE 
COUNCIL OTHER THAN THE FIVE DID AND BECAUSE THE AFRICANS AND 
SWAPO SO FAR HAD SHOWN NO SUPPORT FOR THE FIVE'S SUBSTANTIVE 
PROPOSAL. THEREFORE, BOLIVIA'S LONELY VOTE WITH THE FIVE WOULD 
BE MEANINGLESS. HE SAID BOLIVIA WAS WILLING TO SUPPORT THE 
FIVE'S SUBSTANTIVE PROPOSAL. BOLIVIA WOULD ALSO SUPPORT A 
FORMAL SECURITY COUNCIL SESSION NEXT WEEK IF THE FIVE COULD 
GET SUPPORT FOR THIS PROCEDURE FROM THE AFRICANS OR PERHAPS 
EVEN INDIA AND KUWAIT. IN SHORT BOLIVIA DOES NOT WANT TO BE 
THE ONLY LDC VOTING WITH THE FIVE.
